Midterm exam details 


The exam will consist of short answer, multiple choice, fill in the blank, and 
true/false questions over films and readings. And it will include inclass essays on 
films screened in class as part of the exam. 

The inclass films will be: 

Gunvor Nelson, My Name is Oona 
Stan Brakhage, Thigh Line Lyre Triangular 

Each film will be shown twice. It is always possible that due to shipping 
difficulties other films may be substituted. 

The Brakhage film is discussed in Sitney’s Visionary Film, so you should prepare 
for the exam by reading/re-reading that part of the book, and since it is a birth 
film, you may also want to reread Sitney’s discussion of Window Water Baby 
Moving, and see that film again on the Brakhage DVD.

The Arthur essay is “Qualities of Light: Stan Brakhage and the Continuing Pursuit 
of Vision.”
